W a s h in gto n City, June 
16.—The ex- 
Union soldier element, Democrats and Re­ 
publicans alik e, is greatly agitated over the 
order issued to return the southern states 
the Confederate battle flags captured in the 
late war. 
There are 5*5 flags to turn over 
of which 260 are are ready with histories pre­ 
pared. There are others not y et fully identi­ 
fied, and also 234 Union flags recaptured from 
the enemy , the disposition of which is not de­ 
termined. The point is made, aside from the 
patriotic view, that these flags are the prop­ 
erty of the government, and their sun-ender 
without the consent of congress is without au­ 
thority . Mauy Democrats admit that a great 
mistak e has been made in this matter, and 
think that the ex-soldiers throughout the 
country will resent the action tak en. 
There Is some some reason to suspect that 
Adjutant General Drum has been a little too 
previous. 
The president has made no order 
in the case, and really has not given the sub­ 
ject any consideration, though the letter sent 
by Drum to some of the southern governors 
would give the impression that he had care­ 
fully considered the proposition in the form 
in which Gen. Drum put it in the letters to 
the governors of Virginia and Texas.

suggestion was made to the president that 
there were a lot of old flags in the garret of 
the war department that various states and 
organizations had ask ed to have returned to 
them, and he was ask ed if he were willing to 
have them returned, and he responded in the 
affirmative. 
It is very doubtful if he under­ 
stood that it was proj>osed to return to the 
southern states the Confederate battle-flags 
captured by federal troops.

W eather Piwverba R elating to the Moon. 
These are very numerous. 
Some 
jht- 
sons suppose that the character of the 
weather can lie foretold l» v the hour of 
the day or night when the change« of 
the moon occur. 
Other« think that a 
change of the nioon on Saturday is al­ 
ways “ followed by a severe storm,” and 
still others say that “a Friday’s moon, 
come when it will, comes too soon.” 
Then, again, it is said if the points of the 
new moon are upward there will be dry 
weather; while others take the opposite 
view and say if they jioint sideways it 
will be dry. 
But leaving all these and 
many others like them, there are u few 
proverbs about the moon which may be 
worth noting and testing. We give some 
of these: 
When the moon is visible in the day­ 
time the days are relatively cool. 
In western Kansas it is said that when 
the moon is near the full it never storms, 
and the sailors say the full moon eats 
clouds. 
If the full moon rises clear expect fine 
weather. 
A large ring around the moon and low 
clouds indicate rain in twenty* four hours; 
a small ring and high clouds rain in sev­ 
eral days. 
Last night the moon had a golden ring, 
but to-night no moon I set*. 
The larger the halo about the moon the 
nearer the rain cloud, and the sooner the 
rain may be expected. 
When the moon is darkest near the 
horizon expect nun. 
If the full moon rise pale expect 
rain. 
A red moon indicates wind. 
If the moon is seen between the scud 
and broken clouds during a gale it is ex­ 
pected to scud away the bad went her. 
In the old of the moon a cloudy morn­ 
ing bodes a fair afternoon. 
If there be a general mist liefore sun­ 
rise near the full of the moon, the weather 
will Ik* fine for some days. 
Tht» rising or setting of the moon will 
In* followed by a decrease* of a storm 
which 
is 
then 
prevailing.—Boston 
Journal.

Indians co nsidered a skirt o f wo ven snakes 
the m o st appro priate garm ent lo r the 
Go ddess o f the* Earth! 
Centuries befo re 
the co m ing o f the Aztecs tin* po etical ih*o- 
pie w ho inhabited these western sho res, 
co ntem plating the azure Pacilic, named 
the Go ddess o f W ater Clm lchiuhtlieue — 
“ she o f llit1 skirts o f blue;” and no less 
appro priately the trilies o f this sectio n 
called the earth’s go ddess Chihuaco atl — 
“ she o f the skirt o f snakes.” 
Other 
tribes called her Co atlicue 
“ the wo m an 
serpent” —-the Aztec Eve. who se head is 
a serpent's, with the breast anti limbs o f 
a wo m an, and who se go w n is a web o f 
snakes ado rned w ith tassels and feathers. 
In attem pting to explo re so m e o f the 
islands o f Lake Chapala it seemed as if 
the earth literally wo re a “ skirt o f ser­ 
pents.” The gro und swarm ed with them, 
sw ay ing and w rithing fro m every hush, 
hissing and squirm ing o n every fallen 
t m \ and rippling the w ater in all d ilu ­ 
tio ns. It was a questio n as to whi ,‘h were 
mo re numero us, the birds abo ve o r snakes 
belo w. 
They tell us that as so o n as the 
spring birds reappear there is a gro at gath­ 
ering o f snakes 1 h*1ow and hawks above. 
The latter literally co ver the trees, and 
w henever hunger dictates they make a 
dash at the tired little creatures who 
have settki« l upo n the islands after their 
annual return fro m so me unkno wn re­ 
gio n. If a bird eseape the hawks and 
seek to refresh him self w ith a drink, in 
the tw inkling o f an ey e he is swallo wed 
by o ne o f the greedy serpents that lie in 
w ait fo r him at the w ater's edge.—Co r.

ITS CLIMATE. 


N ative 
llnrlnr« 
anil 
T heir 
Metho d*. 
Wo rk in the Field*. 
Once the difficulties o f clim ate have 
been surm o unted, life in Lilieria can he 
m ade very agreeable. 
N atives o f o ther 
co untries co m ing here, w hether black o r 
w hite, have to m ake a stand up tight 
against tho 
malaria, 
and o nce co n­ 
quero rs, 
if they w ill, 
m ay maintain 
to lerably go o d health. 
Eighteen m o nths 
passed liefo re I becam e affected, 
Then I 
suffered fro m indigestio n, fo llo wed by 
fainting fits and extrem e lassitude. 
A 
treatm ent based o n ho mo eo pathy and hy ­ 
dro pathy bro ught m e o ut all ligh t. 
I 
to o k plenty o f exercise and had 
full 
length tepid liaths. 
My bus!» and was prostrated by the 
fever fourteen months after arrival, and 
lie continued to suffer for almut eighteen 
months. 
He was then persuade« I to try 
a native doctor, and after six weeks’ 
steady adherence to her advice became 
well. 
The prescription included infusion 
of fever leaf, |Hi» n leaf, Christmas bush, 
plantain Imf and cossie anti herb liaths. 
The doctor was a woman of keen int« *lli- 
gence, about 00 years of age. 
Although 
)KM$sessing a thorough knowledge of the 
medicinal plants of the country, she was 
cxc« *odingly modest, and desired tliat we 
should not expect too much from her 
skill. 
Indee« ], it is only right to say that 
modesty and fairness are characteristics 
of native doctors as a whole. 
Many of 
them show a willingness to treat patients 
on the principle of no care no pay. 
Once I was laid up with severe inflam­ 
mation of the eyes. 
Another nativ« » doc­ 
tor, a man, was called in. 
He took a 
piece of water vine, cut it in the center, 
anil let the sap flow' into the eyes. 
It 
cured them in a few days. 
All manner 
of diseases are treated in this simple way, 
and curc*s effected in a eomjiaratively 
short sjiace of time. 
There is a constant 
danger in Liberia from vegetable poison­ 
ing, and but for the knowledge of anti­ 
dotes |K)88<*Hsed by native doctors, the loss 
of life would be great. 
The symptoms 
vary considerably. 
Some produce swell­ 
ing like drojisy. and others instant death. 
There is a kind of vegetable poison, which, 
if applied externally, causes local luiral- 
ysis. 
To guard against the malaria, the first 
story windows of the houses are kept 
tightly closed every morning until the sun 
has done his work of sanitation. It takc*s 
about two hours to make things safe out 
of doors. 
During that time the steam 
can be hcm‘ii rising from the ground. Most 
foreigners liave 
periodical attacks of 
malaria, but I am convinced tliat their 
liability to it is due to lack of care in 
eating, bathing, sleeping and exercise. 
The members of my family always kept 
well after the first exjierience. 
Those who work in the fields begin at 
about 5 o'clock in the morning upon a 
light breakfast of coffee and bread. 
Tin* 
second breakfast is eaten at 10 o’clock. 
Operations are resumed at 11 for an liour. 
Between 12 and 2 or 2 the great heat 
necessitates rest. 
Thereafter until sun- 
down much is accomplished. 
No native 
could lie induced to exercise his muscles 
for at least an hour after each meal. 
We have fruits and vegetables, fish and 
fowls in great abundance, but the supply 
of fresh b« *ef is limited. 
The natives con 
sider a fish diet very wholesome. 
The 
Kroo trilie. which has the largest, finest 
and most industrious men on the coast, 
subsists, for tho most part, on fish. — Mrs. 
M. 11. Garnet-Borboza in Herald of 
Health.

The co nstructio n o f w atches w itho ut 
hands luis lately attracted so m e atten­ 
tio n, the usual hands lieing replaced by 
figures deno ting the ho ur and m inute,

o rdinary watch. 
Two w heels are used 
to 
deno te 
the 
m inutes—o ne, 
which 
m o ves fo rward o nce in a m inute, lx*ing 
geared to a seco nd o ne, m arked w ith the 
ten m inute figures, and every ten m in­ 
utes a to o th o n the first w heel engages 
w ith the teeth o n the seco nd, m o ving it 
fo rward o ne figure. 
Thus every m inute 
o f the ho ur is sho w n o n the face o f the 
watch, and, at its co m pletio n, l>o th m in ­ 
ute w heels sho w tw o ciphers, and an* 
ready to begin the ro und again; 
the 
ho ur is sho w n o n a separate w heel, and 
an 
o rdinary hand 
indicates the sec­ 
o nds. 
Of the advantages o f this kind o f 
watch, it is remarked tliat few peo ple 
read the tim e o f an o rdinary watch ne- 
••urately, and, if tin* experim ent is tried 
o f glancing at the face in the usual m an­ 
ner'mid then nam ing the tim e, it will In« 
fo und that an erro r o f fro m half a m in­ 
ute to three m inutes w ill lv generally 
made. 
W ith 
the new 
watch, 
it 
is 
claim ed, no erro r can po ssibly o ccur, and 
there i- the added advantage that at the 
end o f eve ry m inute an audible click is 
so unded as the numlxn* ch an ges by w hich 
o ne can m easure sho rt intervals o f tim e, 
even at night. —Detro it Free Press.
